To the inhabitants of the Town of Newbury in the County of Merrimack 
in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said South Newbury 
on Tuesday, the ninth (9th) day of March, next at one of the clock in the af- 
ternoon, to act upon the following subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 

2. To see if the Town will vote to recess the business meeting until 
Wednesday, March 10, 1982, at 7:00 p.m. 

3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray town 
charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of the same. 

4. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in 
anticipation of taxes. 

5. To see if the Town will vote to accept the minutes of the 1981 Town 
Meeting as printed. 

6. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to sell tax acquired 
properties to the highest bidder at a duly advertised auction. 

7. To hear reports of the Town Officers, Agents and Committees here- 
tofore chosen and pass any vote related thereto. 

8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,081.22 for Town Road Assistance on Class IV and V Roads, the State to 
contribute the sum of $7,208.12. 

9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$5,665.10 for the Fire Dept. Equipment Reserve Fund and authorize the 
withdrawal of this sum for this purpose from the Revenue Sharing Fund es- 
tablished under the provisions of the State and Local Assistance Act of 1972.

16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $2,000.00 for 
the construction of a new three-sided storage shed for the Highway Depart- 
ment. 

17. To see if the Town will accept the cemetery trust fund of Maxine 
Hammond, Marshall Cemetery of $100.00 ($50.00 in hand). 

18. To see if the Town will accept a road known as Ridgeway Road in 
the Forest Brook subdivision from Forest Brook Investments, Inc., subject to 
Road Agent’s and Selectmen’s approval. 

19. To see if the Town will accept a road known as Emily Lane in the 
Cersosimo subdivision off Morse Hill Road from Cersosimo Lumber Co., 
subject to Road Agent’s and Selectmen’s approval. 

20. To see if the Town will approve the following ordinance: The repair 
or replacement of any failed septic system must be approved by the Newbury 
Health Officer, who shall have the authority also to require concurrent state 
approval. 

21. To see if the Town would accept a road from Carl Christiansen lead- 
ing from Brown Road extending approximately 550 feet, serving three homes, 
terminating at a turn-around adjacent to the Christiansen/Collins property 
line, subject to the approval of the Selectmen and the Town Road Agent. (By 
Petition) 

22. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of $7,500.00 
for the repair or replacement of the Blodgett Landing Dock and authorize the 
withdrawal of the amount required from the Dock Repair Capital Reserve 
Fund. 

23. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate $2,800.00 for the 
purchase of a $2,000.00 radar unit and an $800.00 radio for the Police De- 
partment. 

24. To see if the Town will accept five (5) roads located in Sunapee Hills 
subdivision from the Kearsarge Land Co., Inc., subject to Road Agent’s and 
Selectmen’s acceptance.

25. To see what action the Town wishes to take regarding the Adjusted 
Elderly Exemption. Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 72:43-f for the ad- 
justed elderly exemptions from property tax? These statutes provide for the 
following exemptions, based on assessed value, for qualified taxpayers: for a 
person 65 years of age up to 75 years, $10,000; for a person 75 years of age 
up to 80 years, $15,000; for a person 80 years of age or older, $20,000. To 
qualify, the person must have been a N.H. resident for at least five years; 
own the real estate individually or jointly, or if the real estate is owned by his 
spouse, they must have been married for at least five years. In addition, the 
taxpayer must have a net income of less than $10,000 or if married a com- 
bined net income of less than $12,000, and own net assets of $30,000 or less, 
excluding the value of the person’s residence.

It shall be unlawful for any persons to park a vehicle of any 
kind for more than two hours, or park a vehicle at any time between the 
hours of 11 p.m. and 5 a.m. on the Esplanade and Town Property at 
Bell Cove. 

No dogs, bicycles, skate boards, furniture or playing of any 
games will be allowed on the Newbury Town Dock.

The registered owner of a vehicle parked in violation of this 
ordinance shall be prima facie responsible for such violation. 

Section 3. Any person found in violation of this bylaw shall for each 
violation thereof forfeit a fee not less than $3.00 nor more than $25.00 
to the Town of Newbury, and said penalty may be recovered on com- 
plaint before the New London District Court. 

(Replaces an ordinance dated January 29, 1979 — Snow removal) 
Section 1. No snow removed from private property shall be left on pub- 
lic rights of way. 

Section 2. Any person found in violation of this bylaw shall for each 
violation thereof forfeit a fee not less than $10 nor more than $100 to 
the Town of Newbury and said penalty may be recovered on complaint 
before the New London District Court. 

Section 1. The Chief of Police is authorized, in the compact part of the 
town and on all town highways (Class V and Class VI), to place signs 
prohibiting or restricting the stopping, standing or parking of vehicles 
wherever such stopping, standing or parking is prohibited by statute or 
town ordinance. 

Section 2. Such signs shall be official signs, and no person shall stop, 
stand or park any vehicles in violation of the restrictions stated on such 
signs. 

Section 3. The registered owner of a vehicle parked in violation of this 
ordinance shall be prima facie responsible for such violation. 

Section 4. Any person found in violation of this bylaw shall for each 
violation thereof, forfeit in fee of not less than $3.00 nor more than $25 
to the Town of Newbury.

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Despite efforts by all departments the costs of running the town continue 
to rise although at a much lower rate than the costs of running the schools. 
Taxes for 1981 increased by a little over 6%, but the town share increased by 
only 3% while that for the schools went up by 10.9%. 

With the certain decrease in state and federal taxes returned to the 
town, costs for town and school to be met by taxes on property will rise 
substantially in 1982. 

Property revaluation we believe to be a continuing and pressing need. In 
1980 the Department of Revenue Administration set our equalized valuation 
ratio at 41%; in 1981 it dropped to 35%. The effect of this drop is felt in a 
substantial increase in school costs, because 25% of Newbury’s share in 
operating the school district is based on 100% equalized valuation. Per pupil 
costs will rise, therefore, at a higher rate than will those for the other towns 
in the district. 

It now appears that computerization of the tax records will be 
accomplished during 1982. 

On September 15, 1981, Georgette Gagnon resigned to move to 
California after serving with distinction as a selectman for two and a half 
years. In Mrs. Gagnon’s place Mrs. Bernice LaVaude, a longtime resident, 
was appointed.

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SEWER COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 

Because of the large volume of surface water that the pumps at Blodgett 
could not control last spring it was imperative to bring about some action 
to correct this problem. A committee was formed of five members and 
chaired by John Roche to observe the run off in the sewer lines and to study 
past information and problems. 

As a result in October a small section of the sewer line on Pine Street 
was excavated, inspected and repaired. Feeder lines (outlets from houses), as 
we have found in the past as well as in this particular repair, have also been 
part of the problem. 

The Pine Street repair was also done to get an estimate of what to expect 
as far as problems and cost were concerned. The labor and materials came to 
approximately $500.00. Future repairs may well exceed this figure since we 
were able to use pipe left over from the original installation. 

To sum it up, the committee and the Sewer Commissioners feel that an 
orderly repair program each year of the lines should be accomplished, 
thereby correcting the problem as inexpensively as possible and still insuring 
extended life of the system. It is interesting to note that the condition of the 
pipe in this excavation and other work is as good as new — after twenty 
years underground.

January 22, 1982 


At the request of Frank W. Veazie a committee was formed to study the 
problems and make recommendations about the Blodgett Sewer. 

Joseph Digilio, Thomas Leach, Webb Rogers, and Kenneth St. Cyr were 
named, and I was asked to serve as Chairman. 

The 1974 Penetryn System Report was reviewed and an on-site visual 
review of all the manholes in Blodgett Landing which revealed leakage and 
the rate of flow in the various lines. 

It was agreed that all of the problems could not be solved at one time as 
the expense to the town in one year would probably be prohibitive. Accord- 
ingly, what appeared to be the most pressing situation was taken care of this 
year. Each year the most pressing problems will be corrected until finished. 

The Blodgett Landing Sewer System presents a situation that cannot be 
ignored. We hope our committee efforts may be helpful to the Selectmen in 
pointing up a problem with which all Newbury residents should be familiar.

REPORT OF NEWBURY POLICE DEPARTMENT 

Judging from our police statistics gathered during 1981, I think we can 
conclude that our town is a safe, pleasant place to live or visit. We have a 
sprinkling of burglaries, accidents, car thefts and then a surge of thefts of ski 
equipment reported throughout December by winter vacationers. Only 18 
burglaries were reported in 1981, and we had one ten-week period in early 
fall when no accidents were reported. 

The complaint we receive most often is the report of an unrestrained 
dog. We received 60 reports from persons complaining of problems with their 
neighbors’ dogs. We have managed {» cite 60 people for permitting their 
dogs to run at large and we have had to impound 20 dogs when we could not 
locate the owners. Luckily, only a few of those impounded remained un- 
claimed and were destroyed. We have a “‘handle’’ on the problem, but it is 
far from under control. I urge all dog owners to respect the rights of those 
residents who have chosen not to own a dog and to keep the dog restrained. 
Tie him up, take him for a walk, but do not permit him to run loose. If your 
dog is missing, a call to the police dispatcher will verify whether or not we 
have picked it up. 

The proposed 1982 budget allows for 8 hours of patrol and an officer on 
call 16 hours a day during the ‘‘off-season,’’ and allows for 16 hours of patrol 
and 8 on-call hours daily during the busy summer season. Occasionally there 
will be a few hours when no local officer is available and we depend on the 
State Police for emergencies during those times.

NEWPORT AREA HOME HEALTH AGENCY 

In 1981 there were some shifts in Home Health Care Service provided to 
area towns by the Newport Area Home Health Agency. These shifts were 
caused by changes in staffing, government policies and individual town 
utilization and need of service. 

Skilled Nursing home visits, the Agency’s core service remained stable 
as did physical therapy visits and service to mothers and children in the 
Agency's Well Child Program. There was a decrease in occupational therapy 
and office visits and an increase in Home Health Aide service. 

The Agency’s clinics remained well attended — an Adult Screening 
Clinic for Blood Pressure, Diabetes and Anemia held in Grantham was highly 
successful. The Agency will hold such a clinic in other small towns that desire 
this service. 

Newport Area Home Health Agency participated in the Dartmouth 
Medical School program that orients prospective doctors to community 
medicine. Newport Area Home Health Agency staff worked with the 
professional staff of the Counseling Center of Sullivan County to gain mental 
health counseling skills. These activities as well as staff attendance at 
educational workshops added knowledge and skills to help area citizens with 
health problems. 

The Agency continued its Child Abuse and Neglect Program with 
funding from the United Way. Newport Area Home Health Agency 
appreciates the support of the towns and will continue to provide high quality 
service to all those who need home health care.

The year 1981 has seen some significant improvements for the Kearsarge 
Regional School District. One of the major accomplishments was the complete 
renovation of the high school roof. The roof was anticipated to cost $250,000, 
however, this new type of membrane roof was installed at a cost of $235,000. 

The school house in Newbury will not be using a temporary classroom in 
the basement next year, and that room will be available to be utilized for 
indoor physical education activities as was done in the past. It should be 
noted that the basement of said building was waterproofed to correct a water 
problem that existed there. 

The school budget for this past year received considerable attention at 
the district meeting, but | am happy to report that the school district has met 
its obligation to provide a good public education for our children. Perhaps one 
of the continuing problems facing the school district budget is the treatment 
of providing services for handicapped children. The school board has 
obligated itself to scrutinize these expenses and to minimize and reduce them 
whenever possible by mainstreaming those students into the educational 
system. 

Again, I am happy to report to you that 61% of our students have been 
accepted at various colleges and universities which makes Kearsarge 
Regional High School eighth out of 92 schools in New Hampshire. 

I have enjoyed serving the Town of Newbury as your representative on 
the Kearsarge Regional School Board and I am available to discuss any school 
board issues with you at any time while I am serving on the school board. | 
will be looking forward to seeing all of you at the school district’s annual 
meeting.
